Road Graded at Cost of $13,000 
With Plan of Paving as 
Soon as Fills Settle. Orange 
County Will Cooperate 





Formal acceptance of the 
Carbon Canyon road, linking 
San Bernardino and Orange 
Counties at a point south of 
Chino, has been signed by Jas. 
W. Cole, county highway com- 
missioner, 

The road, which will prob- 
ably become one of the most 
heavily traveled in the county, 
was graded at a cost of ap- 
proximately $13,000 for a dis- 
tanee of nearly six miles. It 
has been open for several 
weeks and considerable travel 
is reported between Orange 
County cities and Chino, On- 
tario, and Upland in San Ber- 
nardino County. 

The Carbon Canyon route 
provides a direct highway from 
cities in the west end of the 
county and the beaches via 
Santa Ana. Heretofore, this 
travel was routed by either 
Santa Ana or Brea Canyons. 
The connecting road in Orange 
County has also been improv- 
ed. Paving of the route will 
probably be ordered next year, 
Orange County having agreed 
to match the improvements fi- 
nanced by this county in build- 
ing a highway ‘through the 
canyon. 

The dirt road, however, is in 
first class shape and is being 
maintained by the county high- 
way commission.

Brown Bread + 

Three cups of sour milk, one cup 
of molasses, two cups of graham 
flour, two cups of corn meal, one 
tablespoon salt, three teaspoons 
of soda. Steam in well greased 
cans three hours, then bake one- 
half hour. 


Tea Biscuits 
One egg, one cupful sweet milk, 
two tablespoons melted butter, two 
teaspoons baking powder, one and 
one-half cupfuls flour. © Stir with 
spoon and bake in gem tins in 
quick oven. 


Chocolate Muffins 
Cream two tablespoonfuls of but- 
ter with two of sugar, add one 
egg, two-thirds of a cup of milk, 
fone cup of flour, one tablespoon 
of cocoa sifted with the flour, one 
full teaspoonful baking powder. 


Cinnamon Burs 
Sift together two cups flour, ene 
tablespoon sugar, one-half teaspoon 
salt, one heaping teaspoon bak- 
ing powder. Rub in two table- 
spoons of butter, mix with milk 
to soft dough. Roll out one-half 
inch thick, spread thick with soft 
butter, granulated sugar and pow- 
dered cinnamon. Roll up like a 
jelly roll, cut in inch thick slices, 
lay close together in greased pan 

and bake in quick oven. 


Muffins 

One-fourth cup butter, one- 
fourth cup sugar, one egg well 
‘beaten, three-fourths cup miik, two 
cups flour, two teaspoons bgking 
powder. Cream butter and sugar, 
add egg. Sift flour and baking 
powder thoroughly and add to first 
mixture alternately with milk.

Two well-beaten eggs, add one 
cupful sugar, one teaspoonful salt, 
one cup sweet milk, one cup seed- 
less raisins, the grated rind of 
one lemon, two teaspoonfuls bak- 
ing powder, flour enough to make 
a stiff batter about the consistency 
of pound cake. Take one tea- 
spoonful and drop into hot lard as 
you do doughnuts, taking care not 
to have them too large. When 
done roll in powdered sugar. 


Seant one-half cup sugar, but- 
ter size of egg. melted and 
on sugar, two tablespoons New 
Orleans molasses, one teaspoon 
salt, two cups sour milk with one- 
half teaspoon soda in them, two 
cups whole wheat flour, two cups 
white flour, one cup chopped wal- 
nuts. After you heat all this to- 
gether well, stir in one heaping 
teaspoonful baking powder. Bake 
thirty minutes in a moderate oven,
